ton had been discovered at Duluth 
Nevada. 


It \vas indeed welcome information 


for Leroy King, Henry Anderson, A 
X. SaUbuiT, F. J. Nichols, James T 
Boyd and others of this city who arc 
interested in that district. 


Duluth is situated about 
twelve 


milos north of Lodi, and twenty-five 
miles IK rthwest of Goldyke in 
the 


Paradise mountains, and tne orlglna 
discovery of the fabulously rich rock 
was made several months ago by W 
H. Bills and Dave Fife, prospectors 
from Bisbee, Ariz. 
The matter \\as 


kept as quiet as possible by those in- 
terested, but the facts leaked out anc 
swarms of miners rushed In 
from 


Goldfield, Tcnopah anc! other camps 
and located numerous claims in the 
rich belt. 


The pay streak on the original dis- 


covery from which the phenomena> 
assay was made is about three inches;

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


THE CRIME OF BEING YOUNG 


T 


HE atrocious crirrtc of being a young' man," 


<xii<J William Pitt, the Second, "1 will 


neither attempt to palliate or dcy." 


When the son of the great Pitt, who defended 


the colonies in the British parliament during the 
revolutionary \\ar, made the above oft-quoted 
remark it was in reply to the strictures of some 
dull opponent whose narrow vision, unable to 
find any greater flaw in the brilliant >oung 
statesman, dwelt with caustic words upon the 
fewness ox" Pitt's year.;. 


Pitt, then at twenty-one >cars of age, was 


prime minister of Great Britain, and he proved 
himself one of the ablest premiers that ever held 
the portfolio. It was he alone thai held Europe 
together against the domination of the great 
Napoleon, and prevented the Emperor of the 
French from becoming the ruler of the continent. 
Pitt was dead nine years when the battle of 
Waterloo was fought, \et had there hecn no 
Pitt there had been no Waterloo. 


The same argument that was used against 


Pitt is being used against James G. S\\ecne\, the 
Democratic and Silver party nominee for As- 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court. Ami yet a 
comparison, if am thing, \\ould be favorable to 
.Sweeney. 
Pitt, at' twenty-one, was an untried 


man, a man of great genius, it is true, but one 
\\ho had }ct to prove himself as the wiclder of 
the destinies of a great empire. Sweencv, now in 
his thirtieth \ear, has been chosen unanimously 
by the representatives of the dominant part) of 
the state as a fit man to sit among that augu.st 
tribunal. He bas had four years' experience as 
Attorney General of Nevada and has sho\\n him- 
self to be without peer among the able men \slio 
have filled that office. 


He has had a high school, a collegiate, a law 


university and an office course of study to fil 
him for his vocation of the la\\, and gave ten 
}cars of his life to this preparatory stuch. 


He was chairman of the committee of judic- 


iary in the Nevada assembly, session of 1901, an 
evidence that nearh six \ears ago he was con- 
sidered a lawyer of capacity enough to pass upon 
the legal MaUii. of measures introduced for in- 
corporation in the statutes of the State. 


He has appeared before the Supreme Court 


oftener than any other law\er in Nevada. 
As 


Attorney General he has had a number of the 
most difficult cases to defend and he has acquitted 
himself with the judgment and sagacity of a man 
of the most advanced age and ripest experience. 
Nine murderers have appealed to that court dur- 
ing his incumbency, and in no instance have the 
interests of the state been permitted to suffer. 
Likewise has it been with the important civil 
cases he has been called on to defend. 


If the value of age, in office, is experience, we 


contend that General .Sweeney has had it. 
If it 


also means judgment, which is the fruit of ex- 
perience, we assert that therein has he proved 
himself as well. 


We could go over the pages of any domestic 


statistician and show that many young men in 
the early thirties have been appointed to the ex- 
alted office of Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States and some of them acquitted 
themselves so \\ell as. to attain to the high dig- 
nit) of the Chief Justiceship. 
If we are not mis- 


taken Tanev and Story were among them. 
Rut 


we c'o not have to go outside of the contemiior- 
ar\ records to find \oung men in even more re- 
sponsible positions than"Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Nevada. 
Bailey of Texas was but 


thiry-four when he led the Democrats in the 
House, the Governor of 
Kentucky 
was 
but 


twenty-nine when he was first elected to the office 
he now holds, the Democratic nominee for Gov- 
ernor of California is but thirty-four, and the 
gentleman elected to the Supreivfc Bench of 
Nevada two \ears ago was then but a few )ears 
older than Mr. Sweeney is now. And Mr. Nor- 
cros.s' record has not been such as to inspire dis- 
trust in youth. 


Therefore it would appear that the cr\ of 


"\outh" raised Pgainst Mr. Sweeney in this cam- 
paign is put forth but for but one reason—to de- 
feat his candidacy. Four years ago, an untried 
young man, he appeared before the people of the 
state. 
The same cr\ was raised then, but the 


people, nevertheless, elected him. He has vin- 
dicated the judgment of the \otcrs, and \\c have 
enough confidence in that judgment to believe 
that those voters will, once again, disregard the 
false alarm of "too \oung" and register their 
suffrages for James G. Sweeney of Ormsby. 


TEDDY'S WHIPPING POST 


SPOKANE, (Wash ), September 21—The recent 


action of the Po-stolfice Department in fining two rail- 
way mail clerks here for public criticism of a rail- 
way, i« re^ultiiiK in an organized effort among the 
dirks to secure the right of freedom of speech 


At present, the clepaitment insists that all criti- 


cisms affecting the railways carrying 
the 
malU, 


.should go throush the department alone, lines having 
been imposed because of letters written to ,i news- 
paper. 


It is stated that the mail clerks from Spokane to 


Los Angeles are shaping plans to secure Congre.-s- 
innal action, which w i l l abolish such rules-. 


The trouble arose because of criticisms of the 


condition of the Great Northern track, near Chain 
Lake, where a fatal wreck occurred in July 


During the minority of 
Edward 
VI 
of 


Kngland whenever that King was naughty and 
required punishment it was administered to him 
by proxy. One of his boy convprlions, selected 
for the office, received the blows, it being thought 
too heinous a thinq to permit the birch to fall 
upon the ro\al shoulders. Judging b\ the above 
despatch and by other articles that have .appeared 
in the press of late, it would appear that the cus- 
tom in vogue in the reign of Edward VI is in 
use in Washington in this part of the 2Oth cen- 
tury. 


Of course the Postmaster General will be 


generally denounced for 
punishing 
the mail 


clerks simply because theycriticizecl a railroad 
whose bad management resulted in the death of 
some of their comrades. 
We believe that the 


railway mail clerks were justified in criticizing 
the railroad. If your Ihelihoocl or mine was in 
the hands of a corporation whose parsimonious 
or inefficient administration resulted in the death 
of our fellow workers, we would naturally, for 
self protection, it for no higher reason, criticize 
that management in the hope of bringing about 
a state of affairs, that would be less apt to jeop- 
ardize our life or our physical well-being, and, 
naturally, we \\ould expect the public to share 
our just indignation at the action of a superior 
who, instead of compelling the corporation to 
safeguard our lite and limb, woul fine us a sub- 


stantial part of our month's pay for endeavoring 
to influence public opinion on behalf of our o\\n 
safety. 
To any rcs|x>n<;ible being, then, it would 


appear that the Postmaster General was guilty 
not only of gross injustice in fining the mail 
clerks, but of a flagrant disregard of duty in not 
invoking the power of the government to bring 
about a belter condition of affairs on the railroad 
\vhose bad management) had resulted Sin the 
death 
of 
a number of his clerks. 
Similarly 


should the Postmaster General have been criti- 
cized when not very long ago he refused to the 
clerks of the railway mail service the right of 
petition—a right which has not been denied to 
the people in any constitutional government for 
ages. 


When Secretary Shaw loaned the people's 


money to the national banks, he was another 
member of the cabinet \\lio was bitterly criti- 
cized for his action by an influential section of 
the public press and by a great majority of the 
people. 


When Secretary Taft issued his order re- 


laxing the strictness of the enforcement of the 
Chinese exclusion act he was violently assailed 
by all the laboring men of the land and nearly 
all the people of the Pacific Coast. 


When Attorney General Moody refused to 


prosecute the rebate-giving officials of the Santa 
EC he came in for his meed of hostile comment. 


But all the while it was declared that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, who appointed these gentlemen 
to office and who continues them in office was a 
very popular man. 


It is a far cry from! the middle of the l6th 


century to the first decade of the 2oth, but it 
would appear tlwt one of the customs of those 
ancient dajs is not obsolete in these. The only 
difference is that while Edward VI had but one 
whipping boy, Theodore I has a whole cabinet 
full.
